“onion market” of the old quarter 
of Nablus. The body bore marks of 
blows to the bead. Palestinians in 
the old quarter said Thalji had first 
been found hanging from a meat- 
hok in a butcher shop. He had been 
stabbed in the neck. 

Masked men took Thalji from his 
home in the old quarter after mid- 
night, and told his family they would 
return him an hour later, police 
said. The killing was similar to Sat- 
urday’s slaying of another alleged 
collaborator, who was taken from 
his home at night and stabbed. 

Residents of the old quarter said 
Thalji had been unemployed for 
several years, and was involved in 
the sale of Arab-owned land near 
Nablus to Israeli companies. 

Troops closed off streets adjacent 
to where the body was found and 
searched the neighborhood. resi- 
dents said. Stones were thrown at 
soldiers and security men investigat- 
ing the killing, who opened fire and 
seriously wounded a 12-year-old

Iraq okays Gulf peace meeting in New York 


GENEVA (Reuter) - Iraq an- 
nounced its agreement yesterday to 
attend a Gulf peace meeting at the 
UN in New York, putting to rest 
doubts whether talks would contin- 
ue. 
UN mediator Jan Eliasson ad- 
journed peace talks in Geneva on 
‘Tuesday and asked the Iranian and 
Iraqi foreign ministers to meet in 
New York before returning to Ge- 
neva later. 

Traq_ immediately responded by 
saying it would only go to New York 
once a date was fixed for the re- 
sumption of the Geneva talks. The 
Traqi delegation issued a statement 
yesterday saying it would attend the 
New York meeting in the first, week 


of October even though a Geneva 
date has not yet been settled. 

The Iraqi statement said that the 
Iraqi delegation had stated the ne- 
cessity of agreeing on when the Ge- 
neva talks would resume, before the 
Iranian and UN negotiators leave 
Geneva. 


It deplored the fact the new Ge- 
neva date had not been agreed be- 
fore Eliasson flew to New York. 
adding: “The Iraqi delegation hopes 
that the said date wil] be fixed very 
soon.” 


The Iraqi statement said it could 
not accept New York as a venue for

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Playing Arafat’s game 


BY meeting with Yasser Arafat, as he appar- 
ently did. in Tunis, Abie Nathan violated 
Israel's law against consorting with terrorist 
organizations. That particular law may be an 
ass, but it is the law, and Mr. Nathan must 
suffer the consequences for breaking it, as the 
justice-cum-tourism minister, Avraham 
Sharir, points out. But Mr. Sharir is only 
minimally interested in the law as such and 
maximally with the national interest, which he 
believes the restaurateur-turned-peace-activ- 
ist has most grievously harmed. 

That meeting was — according to Mr. Sharir 
-- in the nature of a knife stuck in the nation’s 
back. For by conferring, and admitting to 
have conferred, with the PLO chieftain, and 
by later pronouncing him a man of peace, Mr. 
Nathan was helping to legitimize an organiza- 
tion which it is in Israel's national interest to 
keep internationally de-legitimized. 

Mr. Nathan must feel positively flattered by 
the silly imputation to him, and other Israeli 
conferees with PLO leaders, of that much 
clout in the counsels of the nations. 

There is, to be sure, a growing tendency 
within, for example, the European Communi- 
ty these days to equate Israeli and Palestinian 
— meaning PLO - rights and obligations. This 
tendency was reflected in a proposal made 
publicly by the French foreign minister, Ro- 
land Dumas, in Strasbourg yesterday follow- 
ing his meeting with Yasser Arafat. It suggest- 
ed an “exchange of recognitions” between 
Israel and the Palestinians ~ the Palestinians 
recognizing Israel’s right to security, and Isra- 
Εἰ recognizing the Palestinians’ right to deter- 
mine their own future. 

What in the world could have induced Mr. 
Dumas to confer with Yasser Arafat, and, 
having gone that far to legitimize the PLO, to 
air an inane proposal that further tends to 
legitimize the terror organization ? The justice 
minister appears to suspect an anti-Israel plot 
by a selfishly meddlesome France. Interest- 
ingly, however, not even he lays it all to Mr. 
Nathan. On further reflection, perhaps, even 
Mr. Sharir might detect some connection 
there with the dangerous impasse into which 
Israel’s national unity government helped 


push the Middle East peace process, so called. 

No, Abie Nathan, law-breaker that he may 
be, is guiltless of any charge of sticking a knife 
in what Mr. Sharir calls the nation’s back and 
means the back of the Likud’s annexationist 
policy. His true crime is to make peace synon- 
ymous with childish gullibility, which most 
every right-thinking Israeli will instinctively 
shun. It is the cause of peace, to which Mr. 
Nathan pays such fealty, that is being griev- 
ously harmed by his absurd shenanigans. * 

Abie likes Yasser. He met the man, and 
was persuaded that the PLO chief sincerely 
wants peace with Israel. All that was left for 
Yasser to do was to say it openly, in Stras- 
bourg. And he would, so Abie assured the 
press. He was in fact to have done it yester- 
day. He didn't. ᾿ 

He couldn't, of course, if only because for 
Yasser Arafat to speak of a kind of peace that 
more than the tiniest handful of Israelis might 
be prepared to consider as even the basis for 
negotiations, would finish the PLO off as 
a united and viable organization. Perhaps he 
will, one day, but that day is apparently not 
now. Abie did not, however, have to travel to 
Tunis in order to learn the facts about his 
friend. All he had to do was to inspect the 
latest chapter in the story of Marek Halter’s 
courtship of Arafat. 

Holocaust survivor and peace activist 
Halter, now living in France, sought minimal 
assurances of peaceful intent from Arafat. He 
thought he had received them. He had ob- 
tained personal assurances from Arafat that 
the PLO chief wanted a Palestinian state 
alongside Israel. federated with Jordan re- 
gardless of its regime. Halter made that 
public. 

In no time at all a PLO spokesman in Tunis 
denied the report as utterly groundless. Mr. 
Halter promptly drew his conclusions. The 
most important among these was that the 
PLO was not even planning to discard the 
Palestinian Covenant, the charter of Israel's 
politicide.

ONE OF THE biggest projects un- 
dertaken by Menorah pints complet: 
ed recently with the arrival of 142 
scrolls from Hungary. Earlier this 
year a Hungarian commercial firm, 
Novo Trade, advertised the sale of 
32 scrolis. Menorah decided to send 
two representatives to evaluate their 
worth. Yitzhak Steiner, a veteran 
teacher at Beit Midrash Letora, and 
his brother-in-law, Yitzhak Gold- 
stem, both of whom are expert 
scribes and speak Hungarian, were 
sent. 

They helped establish an organi- 
zation called “Ot” several years ago 
to disseminate information on tefil- 
lin, mezuzzot, megillot and Tora 
scrolls. They published a book for 
synagogue leaders about what 
should be done when an error is 
discovered in a scroll during the ser~ 
vice. They also put out a popular 
guide about how to choose reliable 
tefillin. But their chief task was eval- 
uating the age, origin and value of 
Tora scrolls for congregations and 
private collectors. 

On their arrival in Hungary they 
were given VIP treatment by mem~ 
bers of the Jewish community and 
the commercial representatives who 
advertised the scrolis. Their hosts

Steiner's other came from 
Budapest and her brother had been 
a noted chazan in one of the syna- 
gogues. As 8 child he learned some 


great-uncle, including a ren- 
dition of “Shir Hama‘alot.” When 
they came to his great-uncle's syna- 
gogue on their inspection tour, 
Steiner asked if anyone remem- 
bered the oid chazan. To his amaze- 
ment not only was the great-uncle 
well remembered, bur he tearned 
that his daughter lived nearby. 
Steiner discovered a second cousin 
he had never known. 

Then, to the surprise of the newly 
discovered relative, the synagogue 
caretaker, and the old members of 
the congregation who had gathered 
out of nowhere, Steiner got up on 
the bima and in his rich baritone 
sang “Shir Hama'alot™ as the old 
chazan used to do. 

Within a week Steiner and his 
brother-in-law examined over 100 
scrolls in the capital, and were ready 
to move to the outlying areas. In all 
they saw nearly 150 scrolls, many of 
which had been deliberately muti- 
lated, slashed or burnt, with most 
eroded by the wear and tear of time. 
“Tora scrolls are like people; they 
have a limited lifetime and they 
need to be treated well,” declares

the scroll expert. He sees ἃ need to 
work quickly to redeem hundreds of 
scrolls still locked away in unknown 
corners of Hungary and other parts 
of the world. 

The vice-president of the Jewish 
community, who handled the nego- 
tiations, finally said, “I rely on your 
estimation. We would like to con- 
tribute all these scrolls to the Land 
of Israel. In return we would like a 
donation of $100,000 for restoring 
and renovating the Jewish grave- 
yards in Hungary.” The brothers-in- 
law quickly agreed that this was a 
fair price for the 142 scrolls that had 
been examined, even though only 45 
were worth repairing. Most of them 
would have to be buried. 


BACK IN Israel efforts were made 
by Menorah to raise the money. 
Lawyer Mordechai Mevorach, 
chairman of the Doron Foundation, 
contributed $50,000 and Victor Az- 
tak, originally from Syria, contrib- 
uted $100,000. Although more mon- 
ey was needed for shipping costs and 
the long hours of repair still ahead, 
Steiner and Goldstein retumed to 
Hungary in mid-April this year to 
complete the deal. Much to their 
amazement the atmosphere had 
changed completely, and the Jewish 
community representatives denied 
that there had ever been an 


t. 

Menorah quickly organized a 
high-level mission, including Mos- 
kovics, former diplomat Aaron Offi 
and lawyer Yaakov Naaman. When 
they too were unsuccessful in chang- 
ing the decision to free the scrolls, 
Naaman called Robert Maxwell, the 
British press magnate, who by 
chance had been told about the pro- 
ject and showed an interest. Max- 
well contacted the Hungarian prime 
minister, who is a personal acquaint- 
ance, and within four hours the deal 
was suddenly on again. 

Steiner and Goldstein now began 
the emotional stage of gathering the 
Tora scrolls from smail and dying 
communities, In Tokai an old man 
accompanied them to the syna- 
gogue, personally took out the last 
scrolls from the Holy Ark and pro- 
nounced, “I donate these scrolls to 
the Israel nation.” As he kissed the 
scrolls for the last time he cried and 
said, “This is the end of the Tokai 
community.”

burial ceremony on Jerusalem’s Mt. of Olives. 


Each scroll was carefully packed 
in plastic wrapping and marked with 
a secret number “just so there 
shouldn't be a technical mistake by 
the authorities,” says Steiner. Since 
there are no direct flights to Israel 
from Hungary, permission was 
granted to take the scrolls by truck 
to Vienna. Crossing the Hungarian 
border went smoothly. Curiously. 
the Austrian border officials made 
difficulties. In the absence of proper 
import papers they demanded a de- 
posit of 10 per cent of the value of 
the strange shipment before letting 
it pass. Steiner and his brother-in- 
law had 550 between them and 
didn't know what to do. 

“I decided to put on my teacher's 
hat,” recalls Steiner. He. gave an 
impromptu lecture to the puzzled 
border guards and custom officials 
on the value of Tora scrolls. “The 
fact that we were taking out these 
scrolls at such cost and bother to 
bury most of them on the Mt. of 
Olives was completely beyond 
them,” he continues with a laugh. 

Finally Steiner added a dramatic 
touch and told the Austrians that 
the value of the scrolls was mea- 
sured in millions upon millions of 
Jewish souls. “The Hungarians have 
donated the whole lot to us. and 


your government won't even let us 
take them through the border?" he 
asked. One of the officers suddenly 
spoke up: “I know what these are. 
You hold them up like this. and 
made the motion of raising the Tora 
after the traditional reading. “You 
also have feather straps that wrap 
around the arm, right?" asked the 
guard. 

Steiner asked the man if he was 
Jewish, but got no reply. Howeser, 
the officer tumed around, went into 
the office to make a phone call and 
within two minutes waved them on 
without any more delay. “At the 
airport they wondered how we had 
gotten into the country with our two 
vanloads of Tora scrotis.” Steiner 
adds. 

Once in Israel the scrolls were 
emotionally welcomed at a ceremo- 
ny held in mid-July. and representa- 
lives from Hungary were received 
by President Herzog. The unusable 
scrolls were buried in 44 clay urns, 
as prescribed by halacha. For the 
hevra kadisha (burial society) it was 
the largest such interment they had 
ever organized. Hundreds of former 
Hungarian Jews attended. and 
many regarded the ceremony is ἃ 
symbolic burial for their many rela- 
tives who had perished in the 
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in an urn and wrapped in a talit, are carried to a 
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Holocaust. 

“What, in essence, is the value of 
these bits of parchment for which we 
devote so much time and effort?” 
asks Moskovics rhetorically. “Why 
are we crying, but happy while bury- 
ing them on the Mt. of Olives. oppo- 
site the Temple Mount? If it weren't 
for these shreds of Tora scrolls, I'm 
more convinced now than ever, we 
wouldn't have any purpose here.” 

To clarify his meaning, Mosko 
quoted a Talmudic legend: 

“When Rabbi Akiva was burned 
at the stake by the Romans for 
teaching Tora. they also bummed a 
Tora scroll with him, "What do you 
see?’ cried his disciples before Rab- 
δι Akiva expired. ‘I see the parch- 
ment burning, but the letters flying 
up to heaven," he declared. 

“The traditional explanation is 
that you can burn the physical 
scrolls, but you can't touch their 
spiritual contents. { translate por- 
chor (fly up) as “flourishing.” These 
letters, these redeemed Tora scrolls 
which will be sent to Arad, Kedu- 
mim, new neighbourhoods in Jeru- 
salem and Tel Aviv. they will flour- 
ish in their new communities and 
make possible the establishment of 
new congregations in place of the 
old.” 


AN AMERICAN Jewish institution 
- the Touro synagogue in Newport, 
Rhode Island -- has, for the first 
time, been featured on the stamps of 
both the U.S. and Israel. The Amer- 
ican stamp was issued six years ago, 
and its Israeli counterpast was is- 
sued this month, as part of a group 
of three stamps depicting Diaspora 
magogues. - 
Several strands in the history of 
American Jewry and Eretz Israel 
are linked through the Touro syna- 


Bogue. ar 

The first Jews arrived in Newport 
in 1658, attracted by the proclama- 
tion of the colony's founder, Roger 
Williams, that “liberty should be 
weighed out to all consciences of the 
world.” Other Jewish families from 
the British West Indies soon joined 
them, and in 1677 the group was 
large enough to need its own burial 
ground. During the same period a 
congregation called Jeshuat Israel 
{Salvation of Israel) was founded. 

Joined by a number of Marranos 
in the first half of the 18th century, 


‘the congregation continued to meet 


for prayer in homes and rented pre- 
mises. Only in 1759 was a decision 
made to construct a synagogue 
building. The noted American ar- 
chitect Peter Harrison was asked to 
design the structure, even though he 
had never seen a synagogue. He cre- 
ated, according to a number of ex- 
perts, “one of the most perfect 
works of colonial architecture. 

By studying the plans and draw- 
ings of a number of synagogues in 
Europe, Harrison became knowil- 
edgeable enough to accomplish his 
task. Since he never received a fee 
for his work, it is assumed that he 
designed the building as ἃ labour of 
fove. Four years were required to

complete the work, and the 196,715 
bricks used were imported from En- 
gland. Not a nail was hammered; 


only wooden pegs were inserted to 


hold the palereny siheg cre 

It appears that lewport syna- 
was modeled after the famed 
hardic synagogue in Amsterdam 
built in 1675. The construction in 
Rhode Island was completed in 1763 
and the official dedication occurred 
on Hanuka 225 years ago. Although 
the official name of the congrega- 
tion is Jeshuat Israel, the building is 

known as the Touro synagogue. 
The name Judah Touro ts known 
in Israel because of the $60,000 be- 
be made in the 1850's, which 
was used by Moses Montefiore to 
erect the Mishkenot Shaananim res- 
idence. In Newport, however, the 
Touro name is legendary. Isaac 
Touro was the first cantor of the 
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newly built Newport synagogue. Be- 
cause of his Tory leanings, be left 
Newport and went to New York 
during the Revolutionary War, 
while the British still ruled there. 
His two sons, Abraham and Judah, 
became weaithy merchants in Mas- 
sachusetts and Louisiana respective- 
ly, and their financial assistance 
helped maintain the synagogue 
the 1800's, when it was ac- 

tually closed for a period of time. 
After it was reopened, following 
Judah Touro’s death, it was re- 
named the Touro synagogue and the 
street on which jt is located became 
Touro Street as well. The original 
1677 cemetery, a few blocks away 


on Bellevue Avenue, contains the 
grave of Judah Touro, who was rein- 
terred there after initially being bur- 
ied in New Orleans. The poets Hen- 
ry Wadsworth Longfellow and 
Emma Lazarus both wrote tributes 
in verse to the synagogue and the 
cemetery in Newport. 


THE TOURO synagogue was pro- 
claimed an American National His- 
torical site in 1946. This is marked 
by a bronze historical plaque on the 
synagogue grounds erected by the 
Nationa! Parks Service. The inscrip- 
tion describes some of the historical 
highlights of the building and the 
congregation. 

The synagogue has welcomed 
many famous visitors in its more 
than two centuries of existence. The 
distinguished American Hebraist, 
Ezra Stiles, 2 minister in Newport in 


the 18th century, spent numerous 
holidays in the synagogue and re- 
corded his impressions in his diary. 
After he became president of Yale, 
Stiles urged his students to 
Hebrew so that they would “be able 
to understand the angels when they 
Tose to heaven." 

» The best known visitor from Eretz 
Israel was Hayyim Yitzhak Carigal 
of Hebron, who came to Newport 
on several occasions in the 1770's. 
Fully described by Stiles in his diary, 
Carigal left his impact on American 
Jewish life via a sermon he gave on 
Shavuot in 1773 in the synagogue. 
That sermon, when it was published 
in English translation in the summer 
of 1773 - he gave it in Ladino -- 
became the first sermon ever 
preached by a Jew on American soil 
to be published. 

Carigal was also one of the first 
“yordim” to the New World when 
he became the rabbi of the syna- 
gogue in Bridgetown, Barbados. 
After a short career there, he died 
as a young man and was buried in 
the local cemetery. 

A prominent American visitor 
was Washington, the first 
president of the United States. 
When he came to Newport in 1790, 
the gation sent a letter of wel- 
come to him. In Washington’s reply, 
he penned the famous lines, ““Hap- 
pily the government of the United 
States gives to bigotry no sanction. 
to tion no assistance." These 
words form the border on the Touro 
synagogue stamp issued by the U.S. 
in 1982. 

Whether you use the Israeli 
Touro synagogue stamp or the 
American one, you will be marking 
your letters with a distinctive build- 
ing in American Jewish life. 


Soviets allow Westerners 
access to Holocaust files

WASHINGTON - As part of an 
agreement made recently with the 
U.S. Holocaust Memorial Council, 
the Soviet Union is allowing West- 
erners for the first time to duplicate 
the documents in its Holocaust 
archives. 

Yad Vashem will have access to 
these documents through its ex- 
change agreement with the Halo- 
caust council. 

The council estimates that the So- 
viet archives could contain more 
than a third of all existing Houlo- 
caust-related materials, including 
documents on Nazi actions taken 
against the 2.5 million Jews in what 
are now the Soviet republics of 
Ukraine, Moldavia, Byelorussia. 
Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania, as 
well as the rest of the Soviet Union. 

Neal Sher, who heads the Justice 
Department's Office of Special In- 
vestigations, which tracks down 
‘Nazi war criminals. called the ac- 
cord a “very good development” be- 
cause of the Soviets’ “voluminous 
and extremely insightful documen- 
tary evidence” on war crimes. 

“There is no way of knowing” 
whether the material will lead to 
additional praosecutions."” Sher 
said, “but I think it will be very 
useful to our office.” 

The reciprocal agreement was 
signed in Moscow by Miles Lerman, 
chairman of the Holocaust council's 
international relations committee, 
and Evgeny Kozhevnikov. first dep- 


uty director of the Soviet Central 
Archive Administration of the 
USSR Council of Ministers. 

The new access, which Lerman 
attributed to glasnost. is in stark 
contrast to the previous Soviet prac- 
tice of releasing its records only for 
specific war crimes trials. 

Lerman said the council had been 
seeking the agreement for years but 
that it took just two days to negoti- 
ate it once his six-member delega- 
tion arrived. He said that many of 
the documents are deteriorating. 
and are being photocopied on mi- 
crofilm and microfiche to extend 
their shelf-life to more than 300 
years. 

After the agreement was signed, 
“we immediately got to work," Ler- 
man said. The delegation spent two 
weeks visiting archives in Moscow as 
well as in some of the western Soviet 
republics. 

“We saw glimpses of information 
on everything, about Latvian atti- 
tudes toward Jews, about Lithua- 
nian secret police, statistics on the 
movement of Jews (and) correspon- 
dence of Nazi officers.” said Raul 
Hilberg, a pre-eminent Holocaust 
scholar at the University of 
Vermont.

Settlers scramble to rescue Katif hotel

TEL AVIV -- Gaza Strip settlers 
were involved in frantic efforts yes- 
terday to reopen the Katif Beach 
Hotel which had been closed last 
Thursday after a creditor removed 
part of its equipment. 

The hotel, situated on a sandy 
beach west of Khan Yunis, is proba- 
bly the first business to close down 
as a direct result of the intifada, Uri 
Ariel the secretary of the Council of 
Jewish Settlements in Judea, Samar- 
ia and Gaza said yesterday. Howev- 
er settlers, as well as government 
and World Zionist Organization of- 
ficials, were trying to work out an 
arrangement which would enable 


the hotel to reopen before Succot. 

The chairman of the Gaza Coast 
Regional Council, Zvi Hendel, toid 
The Jerusalem Post he was certain 
the botel would reopen, but Nissim 
Zuili, the co-chairman of the WZO's 
Settlement Department, which is 
putting up much of the needed 
funds, said he did not believe the 
hotel was economically viable. The 
WZO was pouring in NIS 3m. just 
to prevent the hotel from dragging 
Six settlements down with it, he told 
The Post. 

The Katif Beach Hotel, which of- 
fered guests swimming facilities. 
horseback riding, jeep tours and 
other amenities had been in trouble 
ever since it was opened 13 months 


ago. Construction costs far exceed- 
ed the budget, the WZO was report- 
edly late in transferring the funds it 
had promised and the intifada 
scared vacationers away. 

Some months the hotel was emp- 
ty, making losses of some NIS 
100,000 ἃ month, according to Zvili. 
During the peak summer months 
the hotel was packed — partly with 
groups brought there — but reserva- 
tions are to taper off after Succot.

U.S. and Israel consider using 
much stronger Salk polio vaccine

U.S. health authorities are con- 
sidering the abandonment of the Sa- 
bin oral anti-polio vaccine for chii- 
dren, to be replaced by a much- 
More-powerful Salk vaccine that 
would be injected together with the 
standard anti-diphtheria/pertusis/ 
tetanus vaccine received by all 
infants. 

This. they believe. would give 
considerably greater protection 
against infantile paralysis and not 
require giving babies more shots 
than they receive today. 

Prof. Tiberio Swartz, professor of 
epidemiology at the Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity school of medicine, told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that Euro- 
pean researchers have produced 
such a vaccine in the laboratory, and 
are now tying to manufacture it 
inexpensively on an industrial scale. 


Swartz, for 13 years the Health 


Ministry's chief epidemiologist, said 
that, if the U.S. approves the wide- 
Spread use of the quadruple injec- 
tion, Israel will most likely adopt the 
new vacciac as weil, 

The oral Sabin vaccine (or triva- 
lent live oral vaccine, TOPV) has 
been given to Israeli infants since 
1960, as it is stronger than the origi- 
nal Salk vaccine. The new, im- 
proved Salk imactivated polio-virus 
vaccine, IPC, has been used here 
since 1982; it is much more powerful 
than the original injection, and 
Starts producing immunity after 2 
Single injection. In either case, in- 
fants receive three vaccinations and 
a booster shot later. 

The outbreak of polio in Or 
Akiva, says Swartz, should make 
the ministry re-consider its vaccina- 
tion programme and consider using 
the new injection, rather than the 
oral vaccine. 

The 26-year-old teacher and 


three-month-old infant in Or Akiva 
who were the first two victims of 
polio several weeks ago, remain in 
serious condition and are attached 
to respirators. The 23-year-old sol- 
dier from Acre was found to have a 
mild case, and he spent the holidays 
at home.
